Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed,

examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

1 .On 3/1/201 1 , at about 12 noon, AR's assitant called E and inquired whether an interview would be granted on 3/1/20 
at 2:00 pm, based on the proposed claim faxed to E. E noted that he had no indication that a a proposed amendment 
was in fact faxed to E. E therefore expalained that the short amount of notice went against granting an interview. E 
also requested that future faxing of material to E be accompanied by a teleohoine call to E noting that material had in 
fact been faxed to E. 

Notwithstanding the short notice of the request for interview, E reviewed the prosecution history and expaline that he 
will grant an interview. 

AR explained that Applicant has a proposed reply for the pending office action. 

E noted that the application is under a final rejection and prosecution is therefore closed. E explained that, under 37 
CFR §1.11 6(b)(1), an after final "amendment may be made canceling claims or complying with any requirement of 
form expressly set forth in a previous Office action." E also explained that under 37 CFR §1.11 6(b)(2) and (3), an after 
final amendment "may be admitted" if it "presents] rejected claims in better form for consideration on appeal," or 
"touch[sj the merits of the application [and shows] good and sufficient reasons why the amendment is necessary and 
was not earlier presented," respectively. 

And E explained that he will grant an interview on this application, in the present status, only if disposal, or clarification, 
of an issue for appeal may be accomplished with nominal further consideration by E. 

E noted however that an interview after filing an RCE will be granted so Applicant may explore how to advance 
prosecution. And in this case, E noted that he will delay action on the RCE for a reasonable time, not exceeding two 
weeks from the filing of an RCE, so Applicant may file any supplemental amendment deemed necessary in view of the 
interview. E requested that AR contact E promptly after the filing of an RCE so an interview can be scheduled as early 
as possible within the two-week delay in examining the RCE. 

Additionally, E explained that Applicant determine a patentable subject matter and ensure that all independent claims 
reflect the patentable subject matter instead of presenting independent claims lacking a common patentable subject 
matter, which would invite a restriction requirement. 

Also, E explained that he can e-mail AR a summary of the interview if AR e-mails E a request for a courtesy copy of the 
summary.
